CAEN, Normandy — The sun shines brightly out of an 
unbroken blue sky.

But the small group of men walking slowly on the beach 
see it only as weather for which Dwight Eisenhower would 
have given his right arm. 

“For they see it all through the wrongyend of a 25-year 
Jong telescope when the German Army replaced the sand 
flies, when the weather was cold and blowing, when the rough 
sea was made to vomit in and the sands to die on and when 
Supreme Commander Eisenhower made the decision to go 
anyway. : 

For this is Juno. Up there is Sword and down here is 
Gold and Omaha and Utah. ‘Twenty-five years ago they 
were part of Overlord launched by Neptune, 

The day was D and the hour was H: 2 

This package of gobbeldegook names wrapped up the long- 
awaited invasion of Hitler's fortress, Europe; They were 
dreamed up by faceless men in backrooms who plan such 
things and send somebody else to carry them out. 


Trained tor H-Hour,-D-Day 


Doing the carrying on Juno that 


day were 15,000 


Canadians who had trained in Scotland and England for 


months with nothing more on the military agenda than what 
to do at H-Hour, D-Day on Juno. 

Before that day, Juno was simply an anonymous stretch 
of sand perhaps half a mile wide at low water and 
complicated in some spots by rocky ledges. 

In 1944 it was even more complicated at all spots by 
nasty German Surprises aimed at explosively ripping the guts 
out of man or machine which came near. _ 

Behind all. this was the German -army dug in, with 
concrete pillboxes packed with heavy and light guns to rake 
the beach and the approaches. No wonder Axis Sally, the 
sexy-voiced propagandist of the German radio, could croon a 
parody of “I double dare you to come over here.”’ 

One of the first men who took that dare was Tony Storrs, 
now a retired admiral and director of marine operations for 
Canada's department of transport. 

But, 25 years ago, he was commanding minesweepers to 
clear the sea. Z 

On the beach today he recalls: ‘We had to sweep 10 
channels, two for each beach, all the way from Piccadilly 
Circus (code name for an anonymous wave in the English 
Channel) to the beaches. 

“We never Jost a ship and none that stayed within the 
lanes hit a mine.’’ Storr's minesweepers, and 3lst Canadian 
flotilla and others attached to British and American units, 
were popping mines to the surface with their streamed 
paravanes while the troops. were getting their final 
instructions aboard the landing ships. 


Some Prayed, Some Gambled 


In British ports the Canadians of the Third Division, who 
were to go in at Juno, were on assault vessels like the Queen 
Emma, the Invicta and the Duke of Wellington preparing .for 
D-day. F 

Some prayed, .some- wrote last letters home, 
gambled they would't be needed on the other side. 

The most conservative estimate was that one man in 10 
would_not cross the beaches alive and if you were the 10th, 
goodbye Charlie. 

Then it was cancelled: 

Moon and tide were right but the weather forecast 
wasn't. Everything was off to the sixth and the let down was 
terrific. With the Americans, the British, the French, the 
Poles, the Norwegians, and the Dutchathe Canadians waited 

Seasickness made the waiting worse as the clumsy 
overloaded troopers and the flat-bottomed barges-lurched and 
rolled in the. chop. 

More than ever,|green-faced troops wanted H-hour to roll 
around and get, it over with. At last they were off. down 
Storr's mine-cleared channels -first in two convoy lanes, then 
five, \then ten. 

Around the laden troop ships nipped the destroyer and 
corvette escorts. Among them Canada’s Qu’Appelle, Sas- 
katchewan, Restigouche. 

Others nearby were the Big Boys of the bombarding 
force.

in history, it’ must come as.a shock 
to.realize that it took place a 
quarter of a century ago. So firmly 
is that vast event fixed in human 
memories that for many it is still 
real, still raw, still emotionally 
churning as though it had happen- 
ed-only recently and-the sounds and 
smells.and terrors were still abroad. 
Yet a whole new generation has 
grown up which knows of D-Day 
and the Normandy invasion only as 
pages in the history books or entries 
in the family record. They can 
never capture the-thrill that swept 
the free world that June 6, the elec- 
tric words that sped from continent 
to continent, home to home, person 
to person: the throbbing message 
that the armada had sailed, that the 
Allies had landed, that Festung 
Europa was finally breached. And 
with it soared the universal hope 


that the endless agony might at . 


last have an end, the global blood- 
letting at last be stanched. 

It was, in a way. Eventually, the 
Second World War was formally 
concluded, the treaties were signed, 
the world set“about rebuilding its 
martial abattoir.into a launch pad 
for space exploration. But the fight- 
ing has never really ceased. It is no 
easier for the individual to die by 
the hundreds than by the thousands

ALTHOUGH CANADA IS RECK- 

oned high among the prosper- 
ous nations of the world, we have 
fallen on evil days in two important 
aspects of our national services.

There is some thought that the 
government will take another look 
at ithe current style of quarters and 
nickels—many people have to take 
two glances to make sure which is 
which. The tinny look and the un- 
satisfying ring of, our coins serve 
only to remind us that the value of 
our currency is rapidly-depreciating 
through the erosion of inflation.

Gan our 
booming economy not afford this 
extravagance? 

The garishness of the stamps 
could be overlooked if the figures

D-Day had a glory to it: it was 
a historical masterpiece of human 
ingenuity, courage, organization, 
valor. But its greatest glory was that 
it was a vast step toward the finish, 
that it marked the beginning of. the 
end, that it would be the last one 
ever. That essential truth of D-Day 
still remains: there can never be an- 
other one. For if we choose global 
peace we shall not need a D-Day, 
and if we choose the opposite we 
shal! not live to launch one.

on them were printed with a clarity 
and conviction that made them 
easily readable. But the mail serv- 
ice is another matter—ana a serious 
one— ina country which consists 
mainly of a continent-wide strip of 
population in which easy and quick 
communication is an essential com- 
ponent of our national identity.

Beds And Dollars 


D ESPITE A FRUSTRATING 

period of delay, this community 
now seems well-launched on a pro- 
gram that eventually will ease a 
desperate shortage of acuté-care 
hospital beds. But it should not be 
assumed that pressures on hospital 
space will ever be eliminated. Acute 
beds are the most expensive to pro- 
vide and are likely to be-in ever-in- 


_ ereasing demand. This will require a 


continuing scrutiny of how effici- 
ently hospital_beds are used, : 
The Journal of the American 


_ Medical Association recently pub- 


lished the results of a study made in 
seven general hospitals ina middle- 
sized U.S. city. Separate evaluations 
of bed utilization were made by 
local physicians and doctors from 
out of town. 

The local MDs ‘found that 143 
per cent of the patients in hospital 
on a given day could have-feceived 
adequate care. in less-etstly facili- 
ties. When the same patient list 
was assessed byOutside physicians 
the percentagé rose to 18.8 per cent. 
Both pereéntages were reached on 
the .baSis of existing facilities for 
othér than acute-care.. ~ 


The doctors were. also asked to 
evaluate the lists as though other 
facilities, particularly chronic-care 
hospitals, were in adequate supply. 
Significantly, the local doctors then 
decided thaf 19.6 per cent of the 
patients could be removed arid the 
outsiders recommended a 23.8 per 
cent clear-out. Savings implied in 
these statistics are considerable. The 
cost. of providing ordinary sefni- 
private aecommodation in “acute- 

“tare hospitals ig approaching $100 
a day in the United States, and there 
is fear’ that costs“may eventually 
reach that level/in Canada. 

Provision,6f more low-cost; ex- 
tended-care beds is one obvious 
solutiofi to the problem. Most doc- 
tors would admit that acute-care 
‘ength-of-stay for many patients 
could be significantly reduced if 
there were somewhere else-to send 
then. This would mean adequate— 
and cheaper-recuperative facilities, 
or sufficiently developed home-care 
services. Although the quality of 
hospital care clearly should be the 
prime consideration, the problem of 
economits is always present—as the 
taxpayer is aware, 


YOU WILL MARRY A TALL 
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FROMOTTAWA 


R. BENSON has produced an excel- 

lent budget based on Liberal prin- 
ciples and deserving of better times. It is 
a bit like adding fine new parts to a 
disappointing 1968 
automobile while 
offering fervent 
Prayers that the 
thing will go. The 
minister anticipates 
a growth rate of nine 
“per cent in GNP, 
which would mean an 
advance in real out- 
put of some five per 
cent, “assuming an 
increase in prices 
about the same as last. year.’ But the 
current expansion carried a “threat of 


intensified inflationary pressure.’’ This is” 


the prelude and it sketches a formidable 
prospect, 

At the end Mr. Benson says. of his 
work: “It is certainly. not calculated to 


increase the popularity of the minister of. 


finance. Rather it is intended to show 
that we really mean business in the :fight 
against inflation.” 

This seems to be a description of a 
tough budget written by a ruthless min- 
ister. But in fact the tax changes are 
minor and the shift of a $250 million 
surplus is. due, not to heavier ' burdens 
imposed at this time—the actual total of 
imports is marginally reduced—but the 
increases budgeted last October for the 
present year. - 

From this standpoint, except Perhaps 
in-regard- to future iintensifications of 
demand, the present budget does very 
little. 

Yet it is the minister's theme, 
emphasized in his own summary, that: 
“The number one priority in economic 
policy. today must be to deploy all 
available forces — public and private — 
more aggressively than ever in the battle 
against inflation.” 


Fashionable Talk 


Is the answer to the puzzle a 
Draconian cutback of government 
expenditures which would be as effective 
and to.most people much more welcome 
than increased taxation? Certainly this 
would accord with fashionable talk 
nowadays in Ottawa. But in — fact 
budgétary expenditures ‘are to rise by 
approximately $1 billion, What will 
happen, one wonders, when the 
restraints come off and the government 
ceases to mean business?

On the other hand the situation looks 
much healthier if viewed in terms of the 
national accounts — by this reckoning 
the surplus is $575 million. It is also a 
great gain- that the government's 
demands on the money market will be 
greatly reduced — perhaps to $200-$300 
million — this year.

electrical appliances will be as popular 
as it js overdue since this industry has 
long enjoyed excessive protection supple- 
ménted- by its own private regimes of 
restrictions. But. the cuts apply to a 
very wide field, involving a huge volume 
of trade—with a surprisingly small-loss

Stimulated Reaction 


The offensive began Feb, 22 but 


‘stimulated hostile public reaction abroad, 


damaging the Communist position at 
Paris peace talks. Hanoi then took a 
major ‘decision along lines described in 
the March 20, 1969, issue of “Foreign 
Report,” newsletter of the ‘London 
“‘Economist.”” 

This said: ‘‘They opted for the direct 
lie; for the line that the present 


-Commupist attacks were essentially a 


counter-measure -against an American 
‘offensive’ . . . Directives were issued: to 
Hanoi’s agents in ail the leading Western 
centers —- in Paris, London and 
Stockholm — to push this line .relent- 
lessly . . .The most extraordinary thing 
is that so many intelligent people have 
swallowed the story.” 

This is, indeed, extraordinary. since 
the offensive was planned before Presi- 
dent Jotmson completely halted U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam. Painstaking 
military preparations took place 
throughout Jate 1968 — with no reference 
whatsoever to U.S. operations. Neverthe- 
less, Hanoi subsequently pretended it 
only assumed the initiative in response 
to American offensive action — which is 
patently impossible because of the length 
of time requirdéd to plan and mount its 
own offensive, 


Lies For Friends 


Revolutionary Warfare iso lies to 
friends, An example occurred with a 
Soviet agent who spoke Vietnamese, sent 
‘to inspect the guerrillas in 1965 and help 
Moscow decide how far it should commit 
itself.” ° 

An important Communist officer, Lt. 
Col. Le Xan Chuyen, participated in 
this particular hoax and later defected. 
The following is taken from his taped 
aceount: ‘‘The Russian was interested in 
finding the éxtent of the development of 
the Front (N.L.F.). He wanted to find 
out about the level of military activi- 
ties... 

“The Front wanted to convince, the 
Soviet Union not to bow to the United 
States .... They wanted to have the full 
support of the Soviets and all the aid 
that could be sent ... At that time the 
Soviet Union was undecided.”

Nauru won its independence from the UN 
trusteeship of Britain, Australia and New Zealand 
on January 31, 1968, and became the Pacific’s 
first republic. 

With only one flight a fortnight, it has no 
hotel yet, and a visitor’s visa: is normally unprocur- 
able unless you can persuade the president himself 
to give ‘you one. 

Eight and a half square onlies large, with 5,000 citizens, 
Nauru_claiims. tobe not-oniy the smallest nationin the world. 
but also — in relation to iits-size — by far the richest. In its 
first year of independence, its income from phosphate 

- royalties was £4.5 million, or £8,000 a family. 

Most of this money is being put into development and 
trust funds, against the day toward the end of the century 
when the phosphate deposits are exhausted. But £600,000 & 
year is being handed out in cash to individual landowners. 

It ts spent quickly and with abandon on parties and 
duxury goods.

One white resident, well imbued-with-the-genéral sense of 
impending Nauruan national doom, spoke for many when he 
told me; “‘They are having a very good time at the moment, 
But whether it is good for them, I very: much doubt.” 

I have begun to wonder whether such men, and alll those 
writers of mournful essays on the tragi¢ corruption of the 
noble savage, may not be irspired.more by a white arrogance 
than by the actual situation. 

Pacific islanders in general and Nauruans in particular 
have resisted the destructive influences of colonization better 
than their mostly patronizing .“‘protectors” realize.

Britain and New Zealand delegated their administrative 
responsibilities on Nauru to the Australians. None of the 
Australians, so far as I ‘could discover, ever learnt the 
Nauruan language. No study was ever made of the people 
whose welfare the United Nations had entrusted to us. And 


the Australians’ behavior repeatedly hurt the Nauruans. 


The late Commander Garcia was.one of the Australians’ 
early administ‘ators. He is vividly remembered for his 
imsistence that Nauruans should bow to him as he was driving 
past in his car: 

“If you were riding your bicycle the other way and didn’t 
get‘off in time to bow reallly properly,” I was told, ‘“‘he’d 
have you in his office and shout and shout at you.” 

Some Nauruans claim that Australians called them “‘the 
smellies’’ behind their backs. 

The Australians promulgated’ a Native Dancing Ordi- 
nance. This states that dances may_only be held before 6 p.m. 
and only under white supervision. Men and women my not 
touch each other during dances. 

Australian men and women, of course, clung to each 
other on the dance floor of the Europeans’ club after 6 p.m. 
several times-a-week. 

Nauruans were forbidden alcohol. Spytrig on Australian 
cocktail parties from hiding places in the bushes, they noted. 
that not all Australians were innocent of: the tendency 
towards excess, which the Australians said was a purely 
Nauruan shortcoming. 

The administration was financed, entirely from the 
proceeds of mining the Nauruans’ phosphate. The Australians 


Furthermore, the mining company, owned jointly“ty the 
British, Australian and New Zealand governments, bougtit the 
Phosphate at well under the world price. Nauru'’s economic 
advisers claim that, since the war, the three governments 
saved themselves £34 million as a result, 

The Natsruans never hit back, despite white fears at the 
time of independence. Towards whites, Nauruans always 
behaved .as_ meekly and servilely as they guessed was 
expected of them. 

But-they never — and this is what whites really find so 
objectionable about Nauruans — felt any inclination to be 
guided by our example of civilized life, to try to “develop” 
themselves to become like -us. In common with Fijians, they 
lack the capitalist instinct to accumulate wealth. 

To Europeans, this spells disaster.-To Nauruans, it iis the 
essence of happiness, _ 

Joseph P., a Naurvan in his. thirties, was sinking a few 
bottles of beer at home, when he recéived a message that his 
sister4in-law had just given birth to a son, 

He leapt into his Landrover and drove to his brother's 
house. He rushed in; picked up his brother’s record player 
and took it out to his car. 

He came-back to take a case of whisky. He fumbled in 
his pockets, pulled out some sticky labels and wrote “Joseph’’ 
on them. He stuck one on the grand piano, one on the two- 
month-old cooking stove, one on the drawing room carpet. 

“Don't let anybody else take those,’’ he shouted to his 
brother “I’m just going to borrow a truck.” His brother 
laughed and waved at him: 


By the time Joseph got back, half a dozen other relatives 
were there. His brother was helping his father out with the 
dining table. Two: other brothers were struggling with-a sofa, 
Sisters and sisters-in-law were dismantling the bed. 

‘Don’t you mind?” T asked the new father. 

“Why should I?” he said, and went to find some beer for 
the company.

What happens,'I asked, if a bridegroom or father couldn't

An Australian stole a Nauruan’s car and shipped it to 
Australia. Feeling remorse, he’ wrote a letter.some mgniths 
later confessing his guilt. 

“We hadn't thought the man had stolen the car, only 
taken it. away,” I was told. “So we felt very sorry for him 
that he was feeling bad, and sent him’ a new car because the 
one he had taken was rather old.”

Pensions exist, as does a miniatyre but complete welfare 
State, Yet they are rarely necessary because anybody who 
needs anything only has to ask for it.

Nauru has no record of violent crime and no alana 
mental iiness, Missionaries have faliled to persuade the 
Nauruans-that it is immoral to produce a child out: of 
wedlock, because flegitimate children are. treated quite as 
well as legitimate ones. 

“We are trying to teach them a sense of shame,” 
Catholic nun said-grimly. ‘But it is a long process.” 

It ,is considered good manners for a girl to give her 
firstborn to her parents to bring up, to help them occupy 
themselves. And young Nauruans often leave their own 
parents to" stay with a friend’s for a few years. So any 
iMegitimate child who wants a father can chodse one. 

“Tf they don’t come to terms pretty swiftly with the fact 
that. they've got to learn to live im a Western-dominated 
world, and get down to learning how to think and act like 
Westertiers, I see no hope for them,” said a. European 
official.

Nauruans have for a tong time refused to work in their 
own phosphate mines, In the British Phosphate Corporation's 
club bar it is explained by elderly but minor ‘executives that 
this is because the Nauruans are spoilt and lazy, 

Nauruans .who had worked with phosphate for a while 
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ithe modern world, dominates many evening drinking sessions 
in the white-occupied villas.

They average 
about three per cent and affect 
some $2.1 billion worth of 
imports, 80 per cent of them 
from the United States.

But security wasn't all that tight. The crew of my 
destroyer, for instance was given full details of the landing 


and then allowed ashore when the 24 hour’s postponment

The Germans decided nobody would be fool enough to try 
anything in that stuff and they never caught on. Not until the 
shells of the Nelson, Warspite, Ajax and scores. of others, 
started falling around their bunkers along with the bombs of 
the Allied air forces, 

Recalled Cunningham today. ‘‘A bloody magnificent sight. 
I'll never forget those rocket ships. Everything seemed to go 
off at once in a great swoosh. How the hell anything ashore 
survived it all I'll never know.” 

Byt survive the Germans did and Cuhningham, with his 
Sth Brigade. standing off shore to go in as reserve an hour 
after the initial assualt, had to change his plans because. of 
that survival. 

According to’ the planners the Canadian 7th Brigade 
would attack the left sector of Juno and the 8th the right. 

The 9th would then leapfrog over them: It didn’t quite 
work out that-way,-The tremendous bombardment missed too 
many targets. Some of the. tanks which were to lead the 
troops never made it ashore. j

The Poor Bloody Infantry, with its small arms and big

That day bloody was more an adjective than cussword. 
One of the group on Juno today, Capt. Bob Muir of the 
Princess Patricias Light Infantry, then a gunner with the 
Royal Canadian Artillery, recalled : 


Trouble Getting Off Beaches 


“You could hardly get up the beach for men and ma- 
chines. 

“The artillery had trouble getting off the beaches. 

“They set up guns on the sands and pounded away at 
inland points. ‘ 

“They shot over the heads of young soldiers like Jack 
Marshall, then .a 24-year-old ‘officer cadet with the North 
Shore New Brunswick Regimefit and now a Newfoundland 
Tory M.-P. 

On the beach today he pointed to a low sea wall and said: 
“T'll never forget cowering behind that wall, pinned-down by 
German fire. There were wounded all round crying ‘help me’ 
but nobody could. It was all you could do to help yourself. We 
had to get up and go forward or die where we were." 

It, was much the same all along Juno, The Royal 
Winnipeg Rifles, with part of the Canadian Scottish, stormed 
fortified positions 

The Regina Rifles, opposite the village of Courséulles, 
came under such heavy fire that‘a later count showed one 
German 75 mm. alone fired 200 rounds at them and one 
Regina company was almost wiped out when its Janding 
barges hit a nest of underwater obstacles missed by 
demolition crews. The Queens Own Rifles landed under the 
nose of a German strong point and lost 65 men ina few 
minutes. . 


‘It Was That Damn House Up There’ 


From his vanfage point at sea Cunningham saw it all, 
Today, with his-old Cameron Highlanders’ tam o’ shanter on 
his greying head, his girth a good eight inches bigger than in 
1944, he strode along the sea-damp sands recalling the whys 
and the wherefores. 

“Tt was that damned house up there,” he said. pointing to 
an innocent-looking three-storey, white-shuttered farm home. 

“The roof was on fire but the Germans inside were firing 
like crazy. It held up the whole ibeach. Because of it I had to 
send in the brigade hundreds of yards south of where they 
should have gone in. But 25 years is a_long time. Marshall 
wasn't sure whether that was the house or not. He thought it 
was one more to the north with a round overhanging roof. As 
they walked off the beach and headed inland, Cunningham 
was proved right. :

340 Killed In First Day 


They have cute French names like “‘Dunette”’ and in the 
plaza behind the monuments, the lone store makes only two 
references to war plastic toy machine-guns and picture 
postcards ~of the monuments, Otherwise’ it sells sunglasses, 
souvenir barometers and French love stories to the tourists 
who flock here’ in the summer.

Party Leader Gustav Husak. 

The plenary session certi- 
fied Czechoslovakia's return 
to the doctrine of democratic 
centralism and orthodox 
Marxism-Leninism. 

In light of the rapid return 
of authoritarian control over 
party and state in the last few 


weeks, Dr. Kriegel’s speech 
was. seen as an. act of 
courage. A , text _of what 


purported to be his opening 


statement was circulating 
widely in Prague at the 
highest level. It was also 


posted in various institutes at 
Charles University and on one 
wall downtown the inscription 


was .chalked, ‘‘Bravo, Mr. 
Kriegel.” ‘ 
Under present . censorship 


and tightening restrictions on 
dissemination of information 
it was impossible to authenti- 
cate the speech but it. was 
judged to be authentic both by 
official and unofficial quar- 
ters. 

NATIONAL HERO 

Aside from charging con- 
servatives. -with co-responsi- 
bility for the present crisis, 
Dr. Kriegel claimed that the 
invasion violated the Soviet 
Union's own definition of 
aggression as submitted as an 
adjunct to the United Nations 
Charter. 

He said also that the 
Czechoslovak question, which 
the pro-Soviet leadership here 
wants to. keep off the agenda 
of the Moscow Conference of 
Communist Parties, was 
highly pertinent and should be 
discussed there.

Plastics and cardboard 
aren't Stephen Davies’ line, 
but what he can do with wood 
and a splash of paint here and 
there would reassure anyone 
that Victoria is not a lost 
cause forgyreally up-to-date 
furnishin; 

Steve Davies hag been in 
the furniture-making business 
exactly six weeks. With no 
background of carpentry or 
interior decorating—three 


years of honors history at 
university wasn’t much help — 
he decided that what he really 
wanted to do was build tables, - 
chairs, desks, and all the 
other things people live with 
every day. 

So Davies and Scott hap- 
pened. Scott, he. explains, is a 
friend who helped him at the 
beginning but soon returned 
home to Halifax. 

Since then, he’s been turn- 
ing out pieces unique in 
Victoria, for friends, and for. 
the few customers who've 
answered his ads on laundro- 
mat tackboards. 

Modular furniture, he says, 
consists of building individual 
pieces up to— form —a—unit. 
Usually, the pieces. are~~of 
similar shape, size, or colour, 
ami together form a pattern 
that creates the theme of a 
room. or area. : 

Steve is quick to pass the 
credit for his imagination on 
to his wife Gwen, 


Flair For Design 


“Gwen has a terrific flair 
for contemporary design. 
We've been together three 
years, and she’s always been 
able to tell me what's going to 
be happening about a year 
ahead with furniture,” he 
said. 

A favorite item he’s been 
making is a. small square 


coffee table, simple in basic_[ 


design, but-adapted in several 
different ways. 

Some have been painted -in 
concentric squares of con- 
trasting colors, ‘others are 
covered with cloth and fiber- 
glassed over to form a 
durable but attractive table- 
top. 

The-design, size and color of 
any piece he makes depends 
largely on whom he’s making 
it for, he said. 

“People tell me what they 
want, and.I try to work it out 
as near to what they say as I 
can. Then ‘we sit down and 
hash it out until we have 
something they want and I can 
build.”” 

All Steve’s work 


is done 


with hand tools. Although he 
says it would be convenient to 
have power tools, he doesn't 
really need them. 

Steve and Gwen have been 
commissioned to decorate and 
furnish two homes—one 
apartment and one small 
house. 

He will design and build the 
furniture, 


the rest—walls, curtams, and 
upholstery. 

Since he first realized he 
could build furniture, Steve 
said his mind has exploded 
with ideas. 

“Since I started making 
things I’ve had about a 
million ideas, I think we could 
tacklé just about anything 
somebody wanted.” 

Prices on Davies and Scott 
furnishings are heartwarm- 
ingly low. This, Steve 
explained, is because he uses 
“just plain wood’’—solid 
materials but none of the 


specialized and costly woods _ 


teak, or 


like walnut, 
mahogamy.

“I’m not trying to get rich.

Geums are old herbaceous perennigls in 
our gardens in point of length of time. they 
have been known under cultivation, yet today 


they are seldom seen, Use- 
ful-for their long season. of 
bloom, _beautiful. for their 
brilliant orahge-red or deep 
yellow flowers, gems aré 
also easy to grow. . 

The species from which 
our cultivated plants have 
been bred is native to Chile, 
probably in mountainous 
meadows for they stand our 
winters remarkably well.

YOUR HEALTH 


Chest Pains 
Are Usually 
Harmless 


By DR, WALTER ©, ALVAREZ 

Here comes one of many 
letters. from people who aré 
wondering why sometimes 
they have 
brief cramp- 
like pains 
that seem to 
be in the wall 
of their 
chest. The 
pain is most 
likely .to 
come while 
the person is 
twisting the 
upper part 
of his body and perhaps has 
‘reached around to his back to 
scratch himself. 

Fortunately, after some 
seconds the pain goes away. 
That pain ‘is due to a spasm 
or cramp in’a short section of 
the muscle that lies between 
two ribs—and it is as harm- 
less as is a cramp at night in 
a leg muscle.

Sometimes a- fairly severe. 


pain in. the right front chest 
wall is due to soreness in a 
muscle back of the breast—a 
pectoral muscle.-I quickly 
suspect the nature of such a 
pain, especially if the patient 
comes in on a 
morning.. All I have to do to 
make the diagnosis is to pinch 
the pectoral muscle and to 
find it is sore and tender only 
on the right side (if the 
person is right-handed). Then 
I ask, “Did you paint or 
carpenter over the weekend?” 


_And the person may say that 


he— painted _a_room.or a 
woman patient may say she 
papered a number of shelves. 
Usually then the pain is gone 


in a few days. 
eS Ok 


‘Another more common type 
of pain.in the chest wall is in 
the front near the breastbone 
and ig due to an inflammation 
in the joints between the front 
ends of the ribs and the 
sternum. Fortunately, the 
pain usually clears away after 
awhile without treatment. 

The ‘there are pains in the 
chest wall due to.irritation of 
aspinal nerve at the point 
where it leaves the cord, and 
runs around the chest under a 
rib. 

Sometimes one can show 
that a pain due to such a 
nerve injury is not due to 
anything wrorig.in the abdo- 
men—simply by: lifting up: a 
fold: of skin and underlying 
fat, and pinching it. When the 
doctor does this on the painful 
side the woman will say, 
“Quel! Don’t do—that; "and 
when he pinches on the other 
side, the woman is not 
bothered. Obviously, then, her 
trouble—is*in the outer part 
of her-abdominal wall. 

Severe pain under the right 
shoulder ‘blade, pain that 
comes occasionally, can be 
due toa diseased gallbladder, 
while pain under. the left 
shoulder can be due to a 
diseased pancreas. 

In a young man, distressing 
pain in the-spinal column can 
be due to a beginning arthritis 
of the spine which commonly 
results in.a rigid ‘poker 
spine.”’ 

Severe- pain in the left side 
of the chest and perhaps. left 
arm, which comes with exer- 
cise or anger, and stops with 
rest or the taking of a nitrite 
drug, is due to a narrowed 
artery in the heart.

Pain din the centre of the 
chest that comes with. swal- 
lowing is likely to be due to 
some disease in the gullet. 
This may be diagnosable with 
an X-ray examination or the 
passage of an. electrically 
lighted tube. Heartburn is 
sometimes felt as pain in the 

“chest, and is due probably to 
the regurgitation or back-flow 
of stomach juice ‘into an 
inflamed gullet. 

Pain in the chest can be due 


to disease in a lung. Pain felt | 


. as a jab when the person 
takes a deep breath or coughs 
fis likely to be due to 
pleurisy—an inflammation of 
the lining of the outer surface 
of the lungs or of the inner 
lining of the chest cavity. 

Rarely, pain in the ¢hest is 
due to-a cancer of the lung, or 
@ pneumonia, or some other 
disease of the lung.

What is a hoatzin? 


In the bird world, eyelashes 
are rather rare. Plenty of birds 
have claws on their feet, but 
claws on their wings are even 
rarer than eyelashes. The hoat- 
.zin happens to be one of the 


rarest of rare birds. He has full 


sets of real eyelashes on both 
his upper and lower lids -and 
when young, he has a claw 
each of his wings. : } 
The unbelievable hoatzin bird 
lives a quiet life by some lazy 
river in the South American 
tropics. He looks somewhat like 
a small, scrawny chicken, all 
dolled up in some rather fancy 
plumage. His greenish brown 
back is striped, across with 
white bars and his chest is 
creamy white or reddish brown. 
He has a wide, longish tail of 


jotted down the | 


dark brown tipped with white 
and his small head ‘is “crested 
with a handful of floppy yellow 
feathers. He has very stout legs 
and strong claws on his feet. 
When you get close enough for a 
good look, you | notice his 
remarkable eyelashes, You also 
notice that the hoatzin bird has 
an unpleasant, musky odor. 

In his native Guyana, in South 
America, the hoatzin is known 
as the stinking pheasant. This 
may seem surprising when you 
recall that pheasants are re- 
lated to peacocks, turkeys and 
barnyard chickens. These birds 
are classified as gailliformes, or 
chicken-type—birds._They— have 
plump, chunky bodies, stout 
beaks for pecking-and most of 
them make a living by.scratch- 
ing for scraps of food on. the 
ground. The hoatzin is indeed 
classed with the pheasant, 
though he does less scratching 
then most of his galliforme}. 
relatives. However, -he has 
|several rare features that make 
it necessary to place him in a 
bird family all his own. 


Musky Smell 


The hoatzin’s nest is a’ rough 
structure built from twigs and 
usually perched precariously on 
a low branch above his favorite 
river. The three to five buff- 
colored eggs are freckled with 
some shade or red or purple. 
You would expect the chicks to 
have claws on their feet but you 
would not expect to find claws 
|on their wings. Nevertheless, a 
young hoatzin has a claw on 
each wing and he uses them to 
climb around on the surface of 
tree trunks and branches. 
Sometimes he falls into the 
water by accident and when 
scared he dives in on purpose. 
Then he swims under water and 
|returns safely home by crawling 
up the tree trunk. 

As he grows older, the hoatzin 
|toses his handy wing claws. He 
+ travels-mostly-on- foot, hopping 
along through the dense_bushes 
.as he forages for fruit and 
vegetables. Sometimes he takes 
to the: air, but the effort 
requifed does not seem worth it. 
He must beat his short, stubby 
wings with all his might and the

Day Was 
Hour Was 
—25 Years Ago

CAEN, Normandy — The sun shines brightly out of. an 
{unbroken blue sky. A faint on-shore breeze pushes gentle 
wavelets on to the sloping sands inhabited by nothing more 
fierce than sand flies, 

-But-the-small-group of men walking slowly on the beach 
see it only as weather for which Dwight Eisenhower would 
have given his right arm. 


For they ‘see it all through the wrong end of a 25-year 
long telescope when the German Army replaced “the sand 
flies, when the weather was cold and blowing, when the rough 
sea was made to vomit in and the sands to die on and when 
Supreme Commander Bisenhower made the decision to go 
anyway, ‘ 

For this is Juno. Up there is Sword and down here is ° 
Gold and Omaha and Utah. Twenty-five years ago they 
were part of Overlord. launched by Neptune. 

The day was D and the hour was H. 

This package of gobbldegook names wrapped up the long- 
awaited invasion of Hitler's fortress Europe. They were 
dreamed up by faceless.men in backrooms who plan such 
things and send sompody else to carry them out. 


Trained for H-Hour, D-Day 


Doing the carrying on Juno that day were. 15,000 
Canadians, who had trained in Scotland and England for 
months with nothing more on the military agenda than what 
to do at H-Hour, D-Day on Juno, 

Before that day, Juno was simply an anonymous stretch 
of sand perhaps half a mile wide at low water and 
compticated in some spots by rocky ledges. 

In 1944 it was even more complicated at all spots by 
nasty German surprises aimed at explosively ripping the guts 
out of man or machine which came near. 

Behind, all. this. was the German army dug in with 
concrete pillboxes packed with heavy and light guns to rake 
the beach and the approaches. No wonder Axis Sally, the 
sexy-voiced propagandist of the German radio, could croon a 
parody of “I double dare you to come over here.” 

One of the first men who took that dare was Tony Storrs, 
now a retired admiral and director of marine operations’ for 
Canada's department of transport, 

But, 25 years ago, he was commanding minesweepers to 
clear the sea. 

On the beach today he recalls: ‘“‘We had to sweep 10 
channels, two for each beach, all the way from Piccadilly 
Circus (code name for an anomymous wave in-the English 
Channel) to the beaches, 

“We never lost a ship and none that stayed within the 
Janes hit a mine." Storr’s minesweepers, and 31st Canadian 
flotilla and others’ attached to British and American units, 
were popping mines to the surface with their streamed 
paravanes while the troops were gefting their final 
instructions aboard the landing ships, 


Some Prayed, Some Gambled 


In British ports.the Canadians of the Third Division, who 
were to go in at Juno, were on assault vessels like the Queen 
Emma, the Invicta and the Duke of Wellington preparing for 
D-day. 

Some prayed, some wrote last letters home, 
gambled they would't be needed on the other side. 

The most conservative estimate was that one man in 10 
would not cross the beaches alive and if you were the 10th, 

« goodbye Charlie. 

Then it was cancelled. 

Moon and tide were right but the weather forecast 
wasn't. Everything was off to the sixth and the let down was 
terrific. "With the Americans, the British, the French, the 
Poles, the Norwegians, and the Dutch, the Canadians waited. 

Seasickness made the waiting worse as the clumsy 
overloaded troopers and the flat-bottomed barges lurched and 
rolled in the chop. 

More than ever, green-faced troops wanted H-hour to roll 
arouhd and get.it over with, At last they were off down 
Storr’s mine-cleared channels first in two convoy lanes, then 
five, then ten. 

Around the laden troop ships nipped the destroyer and 
corvette escorts. Among them Canada’s Qu'Appelle, Sas- 
katchewan, Restigouche. 

Others nearby were the Big Boys of the bombarding 
force. 

Overhead went the bombers to soften up the areas 
beyond the beaches and the planes'carrying paratrooper or 
towing troop-filled gliders. 

To the first Allied troops to land.on the armored 
continent the mystery of it all was how this huge armada of 
200,000—-men-—in-5,000- ships, 700 of them—warships, could 
assemble and cover 100 miles'\.of open water without the
